EZEOOT'ioir or the brioakds. 

Tho last number of the official corrospond- 
enco on tho Athenian masacres contains the 
tollosvine reports addressed to Mr. lirskine, 
by ifr. Watson, Secretary of her J/ajesty's Le- 
gation, upon the execution, ou the morning of 
tho 20th of June. Oa this occasion five ot 
ibe brigands belonging to tbe Arvanity band, 
who were condemned to death on tbe 22d ot 
J/ay, auCTered capital puniabment. Jfr, Wat- 
son saya ,• ' 

I attended the exeotitton of the condemned 
brigauds of Takos' band, which was carried 
out between half-past six and seven o'clock 
this mornimr, (June 20), and in the space 
called the 7'olyoa, at the upper end of Oharap 
de J/ars. From daybreak peopi* were walk- 
ing thither, luid when I arrived there with 
Oounl della .Winerva, at five o'clock tbe bill 
immediately nbovo was crowded to the top. 
A hollow square was formed around tbo guil- 
lonlioe and was lined by tbreo companies of 
lofiinlry, one of arlillerymen. and a troup of 
ciivairy, tbe whole under tbe Oommandanl de 
fiace. Tbe Procurenr dn Rol, the Italian 
.I/inister and myself, some oIB'Jera of the Ray- 
ai Oak and Jaseur. tbe King's chaplain, and 
soma ot tbe jury who bad found the prisoner 
ifuWij, were admitted within tho square. Tha 
crowd was quiet and perfectly orderly till 
half paat six, when a general sboul Irooi those 
ou tbe hill announced theconiiui; of the pris' 
oners. They came each sepamtoly iu a car- 
riage, each Willi two soldiers, preceded by ilio 
iwo execulionei 3 in aiioiher carriage, and es- 
corted by a troop u( cavalry. 

As Hoon as Uie pn-cutioiicrs had seen that 
everyiliiUK was in order, llio first t;arriaue came 
:iU() the eqoiire, and llie brigand Uosta was 
niada to alight when his senienco w.is r^ad 
over to him, and be wag banded over to be 
put to death. As his legs were being bound 
ne requeated that bemiRht not be put in pain: 
and ns be was being tied to the guleutinu ho 
lurned lo tbo crowd on the riebt and begged 
ibem lo forgive liim as he hoped to be forgiven 
lit God. As he was lilted forward ho was an- 
swered by a yell of eiecralion, ami in two eoc:. 
onda m-jro tho knife hud fallen, and lils he. id 
nad rolled into ilie biiskoi. Xext ciiino .Uexis 
hi! Brigand accused ot having murdered J/r. 
Herbert. I watched his domeanor narroHly. 
■aid though he did nol now exhibit tho scorn- 
luluess which made him so remarkable at the 
irial, be'sbowed to the Uat ibut be possrssud 
tbe utmost courage. Like Oast'i be turned 
(0 the bystanders and asked them to forgive 
bim, as tbey hoped for salvation. They were 
xwcd by tb( sight tbey had seen, and not a 
voice replied to Alexis, yet his brinht eye tiev-. 
er once quailed, nol oven at iho sight of his 
companion's beadleu's trunk. Tlie m-xi mo 
brigands executed — wlih one ol whom cmne 
ihfir conlessor — h.id been taken before the ex- 
ection to .il/arathon. The first ot ihe.-e ui- 
teied a piteous cry of horror -a the sight be 
low as hia head was bein^ lilted f) tho block, 
ho saiil iinthin\{ lo thu crnivci. 'I'luj second 
had lo be lilted out of the carria^iu by the ex- 
ecutioners, and as bis miserable emaciated 
form was being stretched at lull length, he 
uttered u cry of forgiveness. Tbe last of 
these who suffered wna Phuti i be too, bad, to 
be lifted out of tbe carriage and held up'by 
'woinenwbiln his sentenoe waa being read 
over. He seemed to be aufferlbg'extreme pain, 
and repeatedly tiegged of tho executioners, to 
bn cnrelul to avoid hurling his leg. Ue WAS 
at length ndjualed, and turned with liis face to 
tbe ground and had scarcely ulteiol a moan 
when the string was pulled and the fatal knife 
fell for the fifth and last time.

A Prussian writer uus estimated that if the 
King ol Prussia received as much in proporN 
tlou 10 tbe land bo roles as ihe minor (Jurman 
priiioes of Thuringen, he would obtain some- 
where in tho neighborhood of $30. UOO, 000 in 
gold yearly, whereas ho receives now about 
ij2.500.000. For instance, the Grand Duke of 
Saze-Weimer, whose laud includes an urea of 
1.402 square miles, draws, besides the reven- 
ues from the Crown estates retained for bis 
own use, a civil list of $200,001. Tbe Duke 
of Saxe-Uoburg-Qotba, whose Principality in- 
cludes '759 square miles, 'bas a civil list of 
$70,000, and beside this one half tbe aurplus 
from the crown lands, wbicb amount to $5O.O06 
yearly. Tbe Grand Duke of Saze-ifeming- 
on, with 956 square miles of land, receives a 
lixed civil list ot $92,000, and besides ibis the 
halt of iho surplus from the Crown domain of 
about S21.000, The Uukeot Saxc- Atteuburg, 
with a ilomiiin of &I0 ijquare miles, has a civil 
list ofi'119 000. The Principality of Sch- 
warzbur,;.SonderhuU3on, ol yXi square tulles 
brings Ihe Princo a domain rent ot $110,000. 
Tbe Duke of Auhalt draws a civil list of $50.- 
000 and a domain rent of $120,000. 

A very simple calculatlsn will suffice to 
show that these retrenues are large in propor- 
tion to the land.goyerned, though all most ad- 
mit that tbsae 'tneemea are small enough to 
fflaintain a.court iu good atyla. We ((iiesiiou 
whether some of them would nut be glad to 
make such n sale ot land and sa jecu as tbe 
ei-Duke ot K issau did, who appears to enjoy 
biuiself immensely on the Qlteen million florins 
which he received from Prussia, after 1866, for 
1751 square miles of territory and not quite 
500.000 of sutijecta.
